L ike h f^mNs fire that spreads ant! 
spmiclit into ail joining foreEtE aiitl 
mirs across the continent^ war fears, 
bej^irmins: in faint whispers, accumuliiLe 
rapidly and sometimes reach grotesque 
proportions which seriously affect army 
and civilian morale. 

It is agreed that one of the constant 
phenomena of wartime is the easy spread 
of baseless rumors; and it is no doubt 
ckau^ that the reason that rumor a aiise 
easily and spread rapidly is the sub- 
consciouB fear of people. Mass fear is 
certainly not the same thing as the fear 
of an individuah It is more catalytic. 
Mass fear is a great condiictoi*. It may 
well he that mass fear even produces 
the rumors upon which mass fear in tiirii 
feurls. This is the reason that one way 
for a whole people to destroy its fear is 
to examine every rumoi\ measure it by 
sensible facts ami refuse to peddle it if 
it does not prove to have truth in it 
Moreover, any ciH/.en can arl Vance the 
cause of his nation by hot only examin- 
ing rinmo’s but in telephoning headquar- 
ters to ascertain whether there is truth 
in such rnmor^ 

STAMPEUKl) nV KUMOU 

Because of the easy eonduetivity of the 
mass mind, the enemy always takes ad- 
vantage of the situation to project the 
rumors that he wishes to project in 
order to destroy morale. Certainly Hitler 
himself has been a master of the rumor 
technique. It is now an established fact 
of history that one reason why Belgium 
and Krance fell easily was the artful use 
of the radio to confuse, perplex, distract 
and scatter the civilian population into 
areas whine they would hamper war ef- 
forts. There is little doubt that the fifth 
coluimu however weak or howawer strong 
in any given nation, undertakes to man ip- 
ulale piddic opinion via the rumor route 
and to disLrai't harassed citizens at home 
in order that they in turn may adversely 
affect the urmed forces. 

Clare Boothe, writing in LIFE re- 
cently, tells us of a conversation with a 
colonel in the United States Army which 
reveals much of what true morale is in 
any given situation.

*'We speak of Singapore, Ceylon, Siiw^. 
I ask the Pmm\^ colonel as we taxi otr 
on the I ad m- fringed waters of tins British 
island down umler the shadow of nur 
shores, ‘At what point is the Jig up miU- 
t.ajdly?‘ He looks blank. I say, ‘Wlieti 
whal goes, Suez, Ceylon, Australia, when 
the Russians give (Hit, when the Chinese 
must stop, when do we have to quifi^ 
He looks even blanker. 1 say, ‘Listen, colo- 
nel, when should we really begin to de- 
spair?^ He lights a cigaret and looks out 
the window at the slick blue early -morn- 
ing waters falling aw'ay below us and 
says over his shoulder:

“ ‘At iio imint <lo we ev^er quit. We win 
or we get licked. That^s all. And we doti'f 
get licked. So thur e are no groumls what-

What are men afraid of? Alcn are 
usually afraid of the vague, the uncertain, 
the unkmiwm. Fears are manufactured out 
Ilf imcerbiinty. They arise from within 
\vhen deckled changes are apparent in 
the environment and the imagination has 
hme 111 work on the.se changes, projecting 
^vorse conditions than may happen. Men 
are usually afraid of being afraid. It has 
happened over and over again that men 
are afraid before battle and are hravt? 
in the midst of buttle; that citizen.s fear 
bom lungs and w^hen bombings come, they 
m l willi good sense. Here, of course, en- 
ters the value of discipline. Men can be 
1 ruined and drilled to perform tasks auto- 
malically. When actual danger arises, 
tlH?y go thruugli the task automatically 
and achieve their objectives. Of course, 
modern warfare is of -such mobile char- 
acter, of such tluul stuff, that it is very 
dilficult to dUcipline soldiers and train 
whole populations to meet emergencies 
before they arise. It has been repeatedly 
pointed out that soldiers no%v move off in 


small .squads and are often on their own, 
far away from headquarter.^^ even at 
times without communication with head- 
quarters^ and must use their o\vn jiulg- 
numt and act out of their own experience 
lather than get orders from a central 
headquarters. 

Uertainly another factor in giving civil- 
i:ui (uqua la lions confidence is knowing 
what actually is happening and kmming 
on a basis of self-assurance the resources 
of their own nation. It is inconceivable 
tlial I he Llliited States can fail in Lhe 
liresent war or fall by an attack from 
the outside. Hitler has repeatedly said 
that the delivery of the United States 
will be an inside job. But should the in- 
side joi) faib nothing can destroy this 
country as long as the population is de- 
termined that it shall remain fref*. 

RKOBI.H OF NO FEAlt 

Another factor in meeting fear is cnji- 
fuiiuice in leaderK. Certainly one of Doug- 
las MacArlhur^s great gifts is his ability 
to inspire confidence. His cool, efhcient 
diri'ction of a small segment of the war 
battle line in the Philippines has given 
confidence to the 1.30^000,000 American 
citizens at home. Certainly one of .Mac- 
Aithur’s strong points is his sense of 
destiny^ his belief in his own achievement 
and that of his O’svn nation, and his cool, 
rock-like personality ha.s made for great 
leadership in these times for the whole 
people. 

Psychologists have .studied the behavior 
of the British people undei' bomliings. 
They have arrived at the conclusion that 
this behavior is of two types. There are 
tho.se British people who take a purely 
fa tali Stic attitude toward bombing. They 
take the position that nothing they can 
ilo could head off death if it were to come. 
It is about on the level w'ith the position 
of those pt^ople who ride in an airplane 
and say, “Well, if my number is calletl 
I will go anti if it isnT called, nothing 
can cause my death,*' The.se fatalists in 
the midst of bombing always act cuolly 
and sometimes recklessly, much to the 
emburraasmetit of the authorities. The 
iHher gioiip takes the position that 
if they follow all necessary precautions, 
uridei'sliind the behavior of incendiary 
bomb.s and demolition bombs, go into air 
raid shelters, stay off the streets and 
exercise general good sense, they will 
escape, as they will, the chance.s of de- 
.si ruction. These people may not act as 
leckles.sly as the other group but they 
often act coolly and forward the intere.sts 
uf ihi^ authorities. 

.Americans now are examining them- 
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selve*s. They are 
wondering h o w 
they will conduct 
themselves when 
the bombs start to 
fall. Nearly every 
noimial person is 
afraid of being 
afraid, M i t i t a r y 
leaders say this 
person is us- 
ually the highest 
t y p e of soldier. 

One general points 
out that most men 
have courage, espe- 
cially physical 
courage, but the 
best soldiers have 
in oral courage. 

These people with 
moral courage may 
s h r i n k inwai dly 
from physical in- 
jury or from deatii 
but moral courage 
t r i u m p h s. They 
would rather die 
than s h o w their 
fear. These men 
make good sol- 
diers; they also make good civilian de- 
fenders. 

General McNair has recently pointtHl 
out that American soldiers appear to 
have more initiative and native intelli- 
gence than foreign soldiers. He saysr “It 
must be because they are free men. The 
American scale of literacy is higher than 
it is in most countries and under our 
selective system we have a chance to get 
the pick of the crop. Our soltliers are 
alert. They have not been brought up 
with a heel on their neck. They can be 
led. They need not be driven,” 

The heroism of the British women has 
developed a service called ** Women in 
Green.” They are volunteers who care 
for bombe<l-out civilians. Russell Bird- 
well, wTiting recently on this group of 
heroic women, tells this incident. 

Mrs. Smith stands in the debris -littered 
street of an English town, with ruin all 
around her and the smoke from still- 
smouldering fires hanging heavily.

In the census, Mrs, Smith would be 
listed as a “housewife.” The home where 
she lives — or where she lived — is that 
little cottage in front of her, that cottage 
which seems to have lost one of its %valls 
and most of its roof in a mass of splin- 
tered wi'eekage. It isn^t very livable, now, 

Mrs. Smith's mifjdle-aged, plain face 
and her work-marked hands are grimy 
and bleeding, her dress is torn and dirty, 
and some of the stains on it are red. 

A light truck — Mrs, Smith would call 
it a lorry — bangs and lurches up the 
street over the fallen bricks and broken 
pavement. Men in tin hats, carrying picks 
and crowbars and axes, leap out, 

Mrs. Smith hails them, 

**'Ere — this w-ay. The third 'ouse up — 
that's the worst of the lot. Two of 'em in 
there — 'er and the baby. They're alive 


yet, I got to 'em and give 'er some water, 
but I couldn't get 'em out, 

“An' never mind the next place. Old 
Mrs. 'Awkins, she's gone to 'er daughter 
in the country today — thank God. 

“Nor you needn't hurry about that one 
over there, I bin in, and there ain't nothin' 
you can do. She's dead.” 

And that, you American women, is what 
“housewife” mean.^ in England today, 
THE RESOLUTE PROFESSORS 

Another writer, Meyer Berger, WTiting 
in the New York Times recently, tries to 
answer the question, what inspires a man 
in battle. He tells the story of three mis- 
fits, young professors who did not even 
know' ho%v to swear but who WTre drafted 
into the army and wanted to do their 
bit. This is the story: 

“The sergeant begged for transfers 
for this unhappy trio, but it couldn't be 
ai ranged in time. He had to take them 
into the lines in Belgium. When the com- 
pany was reduceil in numbers in the front 
line, he wais fnrctal to put the three mis- 
fits on a flanking machine gun on top of 
a high-banked railroad track. He prayed 
the Germans wouldn't charge that flank, 
,Tust before daybreak one moiiiing they 
did. The sergeant crawled through the 
mud with a new gun crew, but to hi,s 
astonishment one of the scholars was 
calmly mowing ilown wave after wave of 
attackers. 

STRENGTH'S BICEP WELLS 
“Eventually, when the fire let up, he 
crept up on the misfits. They were talking 
in turn but he couldn't make out what 
they were saying. They seemed to be 
chanting. Finally he made out the word.s: 
“ * A wake/ one chanted, Tor Moming 
in the Bowl of Night' — 

“ ‘Has dung the Stone/ his partner 
took up, That puts the Stars to flight/ 
“They had stopped the Germans and 
they were greeting the da\\m with alter- 


nate lines of The 
Rubaiyat.' The ser- 
geant doesn't tell 
this story often. 
Tt's nuts,' he ex- 
plains, 'but it's true. 
Whoever heard of 
a fighting soldier 
spouting poetry un- 
der fire?'” 

The fact is that 
no people or no in- 
dividual has a cor- 
ner on courage. All 
normal peoijle are 
e oui^ageou s under 
dangerous c o n d i- 
tions and it is a 
psych olog i cal f ac t 
that when men are 
in the midst of dan- 
ger, they often call 
upon hidden wells 
of strength within 
themselves that 
carry the m 
through. Mass fear 
can be met by good 
humor, a sense of 
comradeship %vith 
other people, by 
fatalism, by caution and by many other 
w'ays, but it will be met by free men who 
are fighting for their homes. 


Employees and Morale 

What can a rank and file employee see 
that the engineers and technical special- 
ists can't? A Newark plastics company 
employing fifteen hundred people an- 
swered that question for the writer. They 
repoi't receiving five suggestions from 
employees in one month worth to 

the company. And then, there's General 
Electric, staffed with one of the smartest 
engineering departments in the world. 
They still think pretty highly of the work- 
man's approach to their business. Highly 
enough, that is, to pay employees over 
^55,000 in one year for bright ideas. Or 
take Consolidated Edison, who figure 
that “the meaBUrable value of economies 
of the employee suggestion system dur- 
ing six years' operation was approxi- 
mately Jjn 40,000. 

In one year alone this utility company 
evaluated the savings from the plan at 
over §25,000. Another clue to the value 
of suggestions, taken individually, will 
be found in the average award paid by 
Consolidated Edison for each suggestion. 
Over a six year period, it averaged 112.01 
for each accepted suggestion. This in 
conjunction with other figures submitted, 
makes it conservative to estimute that 
the value of each accepted suggestion 
amounts to at least JflU.OO a year, with 
an average life of three and one -half 
years for each idea. Put the figure at 
§35.00 net value to the company for every 
accepted suggestion, and you have a very 
safe and cautious figure. 

It begins to look as if there might be 
something in this set-up, 

A suggestion system draws on the

L abor faces all elections earlier this 
year and with more vig^or. The effort 
of the National MaTiufactm’Qrj5 Asso- 
ciation and other trade associations work- 
in^c through partisans in Congress to de- 
stroy labor standards stresses the im- 
portance of fall election s. Every effort is 
being made by the bourbons of big busi- 
ness to capture the Lower House. More- 
over, the question of war policy is ines- 
capably intertwined in the situation* 
Meetings in Washington this month 
have developed efforts on the part of labor 
to get out ‘10,000,000 labor votes in this 
country to regiatrati^^Ti places in order 
that every labor voter will be registered, 
ready to take part in national elections* 
Labor fears that at this juncture, while 
the country is agitated by war problems 
and all-out effort is being made to defend 
the nation, that there will be a slackening 
of registi'ation* Hence the early campasgri 
and hence the haste* Moreover, in some 
slates, notably the South, the primaries 
are as important as the fall elections be- 
cause they actually decide the ouleotiie.

O NE day in I92(i a colorful and tlynamic 
fl(?ure lay dyin*? on a private yacht 
off the coast of Liberia. Durinj^ his 
late years he had become a mysterious 
fi^^ure because he never touchetl land, but 
spent bis hours cruising the seven seas, 
and in jneditation. He was Edward TV . 
Scripps, founder of a great chain id daily 
newspapers in the United States, am! he 
had injured his health by too-ardiious war 
work in the first World War* Now he was 
paying the penalty, and soon he died, but 
those who knew him said his soul lived 
on in the press that he had created. 

What manner of man was Eilward W* 
Scripps? Lincoln Steffens had once writ- 
ten: “You must do a great thing with 
Scripps, He is a great man and an indL 
viduaL There is no other like him ; energy, 
vision, courage, wisdom* He thinks bis 
own thoughts, absolutely. He sees 
straight*'" Steffens went on to say that 
Scripps was one of the two or three great 
men of his day* Scripps had been a poor 
hoy, born on a farm in n ortho in Illinois* 
Ho came from a long line of printers, and 
as H very young chap he %vent to Detroit 
to work on his half-brother's newspaper. 
The Detroit New-s, a new kind of paper 
that tried to write so simply that the man 
in the street could understand what was 
going on* Scripp*s* half-brother, James, 
owner of the News, was a conservative 
and timid sotil without much daring. The 
two brothers wore in Chicago at one 
time: 

SYMPATHIES “WITH THE MEN" 

“The conference was held ai the Great 
Northern Hotel, on Dearborn Street, in a 
bay-window rot>m looking down on the 
street. While the talk was in iirogress a 
commotion was observed below. It w'as an 
incident in the teamsters' strike which 
was then in progress* A good sized riot 
\vas in progress* James jingled his bunch 
of keys and muttered: T wish I were 
mayor of this city or any city while one of 
these things was happening. I'd teach 
those men a lesson,’ 

the trouble \vas over and busi- 
ness was resumed, it w^as only to hear 
E* W/s verdict. 

“ AVhat you just said about those team- 
sters,' E. W. declared, ‘shows me how im- 
possible it would be for us to try to work 
together. You would have them clubbed 
or arrested or shot down* My sympathies 
are all %vith the men. No, I’ll have no in- 
terest in your paper here* You will have 
to go it alone.' " 

Another time he frankly slated his 
philosophy: 

“Jn a vague wny the people who had 
but a dollar a day, or less, enlisted E, W.’s 
sympathy* And, at the same time, he felt

a strong disapproval of the rich. He could 
not have said wdiy, except that he thought 
he was believing in democracy as it ex- 
isted in America, or as it ought to be. 
Folks should be equal* He would not have 
called himself a revolutionist, but he had 
no ditliculty in summing up his feelings 
in the two sentences: God damn the rich 
and God help the poor. 

FOIOIED OWN THOUGHTS 

“But here in London, in Brook Street, 
this social and economic problem he found 
presented to him in dramatic form. Here 
were the seiwants and here were the mas- 
lej's. Which class was he for? Which 
would he be of? 

“The young man in the checked suit 
and shiny toiipcr circled the crowd and 
went on* He walked up Brt^ok Street 
thinking* He walked the length of Brook 
Street twice. He walked until tlawn* He 
was foot-sore and weary w'hen he finally 
turned into South Moulton Street. But he 
had answered his question to his own sat- 
isfaction* There were, in the world he 
faced, two classes of people, masters and 
slave*s; drivers siTid driven; employers 
and employed* Any man w'ho works for 
^vages is bound to take orders from him 
who pays wages* To that extent he is not 
free* There are few w^age payers; there

The Scripps-Howard 
press was just as powerful and perhaps 
more so, because many readers still re- 
mem her E. W. Scripps and still with 
nostalgic futility turn to the pages of 
Scripps-How'tird newspapers, hofdng to 
see the fair word and the accui'ate state- 
ment. The Scripps-Ho^vard press now has 
the honor to publish such columnists as 
Westbrook Pegler. It has the honor of 
having pi^iblished Hugh Johnson. Many 
of its old writers, hired in the old day, 
such as Low'd 1 Mellett, Max Stern and 
Herbert Little, have been driven out by 
the cautious and obscuring policy of the 
press and have taken government jobs. 
The Scripps-Howard press has suffered a 
tragic fall, and wdth it.s fall has carried 
down to the lowest level the whole struc- 
ture of -American journalism. 

Id TTU% ROY JINGLES DOLL AltS 

What manner of man has taken the 
place of E, W. Scripps, the titan? He is 
little Roy Howard, who should kno\\. bet- 
ter because he, like Scripps, was born 
poiir in the Middle West and started as a 
]>ractical newspaper man. He was a re- 
porter on the Indianapolis News and later 
the IndiunapoHs Star, and went to St. 
Louis to join the Post-Dispatch. Scripps 
picked him up fur the Cincinnati Post and 
he I'apidly foi'ged to the front because he 
imd ability of a certain type, and .soon be 
came the New York correspondent for 
the Sc ripp.s- McRae League, anil became 
general manager and genei al chairman of 
the Publishers' Press Association. lie was 
selected by R<iber(; Scripp.s, E. W. Scripps' 
son, to be the technical head of the 
great Scripps chain in 1925. Roy Howard 
is now reputed to be worth 110,000,0(19. 
Ij ruler his direction the Scripps-Howard 
press has steadily gone into the money- 
making clas.s but has repeatedly deterio- 
rated as newspapers telling the truth anti 
passionately fighting for ideals.

^ CONSTRUCTION STUDY 


T his article is based on findings made 
by Electrical Contractors Association 
of the City of Chicago, now engaged 
in a series of studies on the techniques of 
building construction. 

The building construction industry, in- 
cluding electrical construction, is an in- 
dustry subjected to the fluctuations of a 
changing economic system. It is a com- 
monplace that construction feels the pull 
upward and downward of the periodic 
changes in business perhaps more sensi- 
tively than any other industry. Usually 
when business is good, it is very good, 
and when business is bad, it is rotten. 
Some wag said that doing business in 
the construction field is like doing busi- 
ness in a revolving door. Perhaps, since 
it is a feast-and -famine industry, sub- 
jected to the shifting winds of a not too 
stable economic system, accounts for the 
fact that the construction industry ha.s 
never been subjected to the same ra- 
tional treatment as other industries such 
as the mass production industries. 


With industry 

going full blast, opportunity is 
given to iron out slow spots in 
building production 

Now all this has changed under the 
impact of all-out production for war pur- 
poses. The construction industry has been 
going at full tilt for two or three years. 
This has offered a chance for studies of 
trends and slow spots in the production 
line of construction, and luckily for the 
industry the Electrical Contractors Asso- 
ciation of the City of Chicago, through 
its engineering department, has made 
some worthwhile and pertinent studies. 
From time to time this pJournau hopes 
to report the results of some of these 
studies, on the grounds that union work- 
ers are as much interested in technique 
advances as is niatmgement. Through the 
courtesy of J. Walter Collins, the enter- 
prising secretary of the Electrical Con- 


tractors Association of the City of Chi- 
cago, this .louRNAU will be able to indicate 
the findings. 

The chart on this page entitled “The 
Effect of Adequate Tools on Conduit 
Labor Costs” is almost explanatory. En- 
gineer R. W. Ashley for the association 
compares two .shops. The first shop was 
only partially equipped with standard 
and special tools. The second shop ^vas 
fully equipped with standard and special 
tools. 

KQIII^MENT fully used 

Fully equipped means not only having 
enough tools for the working force so 
that workers will not have to w'ait, but 
also it means a tool needed is passed from 
hand to hand by the means of proper spac- 
ing of the tools so that the smallest part 
of time will be consumed in using them. 
The results show that the second shop, 
fully equipped with adequate tools, based 
on man-hours per month for a job requir- 
ing a crew of 100 electricians, gained 35 
per cent over the shop only partially 
equipped. It is apparent that this is a 
saving in cost and it is also a saving in 
time, w'hich is all -essential in this period 
of %var effort. 

It is noteworthy that the Electrical 
Contractors Association of the City of 
Chicago is careful to state: “Tools must 
be in the hands of trained men if results 
are to he obtained.”

Such a creed should never be adopted 
by any thinking American, Yet it appears 
to fit the ethical code upon which busi- 
ness activities of many of our top-ranking 
industries have been molded. 

This spring two Senate investigating 
committees began to uncover a festering 
network of world- wide industrial hook- 
ups, fraught with international intrigue, 
political dynamite an<l legally condoned 
espionage. 

Monopolistic control of strategic war 
materials, limitation of production, pro- 
hibitive prices, diseouragement of inven- 
tive experiment at home and the payment 
of unconscionable royalties to swell the 
coffers of hostile alien interests have been 
the weakening by-products of our years 
Ilf shortsighted, selfish chase aftei‘ Ihe 
almighty American dollar. 

WORI.D^S MAItIvKTS APPORTIONED 

American and nazi Interests have unit- 
ed to form giant international cartels for 
the pooling of their patents and technical 
information and the dividing of the world 
into mutually exclusive, non -competing 
markets* Acting upon their legal, if not 
their ethical, rights under our patent pro- 
tection system, our industrial leaders 
have allowed themselves to become bound 
by contracts which divide their loyalties* 
give our enemies valuable militaiT infor- 
mation, prevent us from selling vital 
goods to our allies and thwart the adop- 
tion of advanced technical methods. 

Take, for example, cemented tungsten 
carbide, that wonder-substance which 
provides inconi parable cutting edges for 
machine tools. Scarcely anyone has failed 
to hear of the bottleneck in oui* reaimia- 
ment progi*nm caused by our deplorable 
shortage of machine tools. Yet had exist- 
ing equipment been supplied with tung- 
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*1ake. a B<uu, GE, 
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Tungsten carbide, 
all-important adjunct to ma- 
chine tools, strikes a GE-made 
bottleneck 

slen carbide blades and drill points^ there 
probably would never have been any 
shortage. 

With a hardness second only to that of 
diamonds and a resistance against melt- 
ing up to the incomprehensible heat of 
2,800 degrees centigrade, tungsten carbide 
far outstrips the performance of the fin- 
est high-speed steel. On like machining 
operations it frequently lifLs the produc- 
tion rate 500 per cent. There is almost 
nothing superior to it for shell tips, 

KEY TO NAZI ERODlTt 1’ION 

Hard, durable and resistant to terrific 
friction heats, cemented tungsten carbide 
is believed to be one of the greatest 
secrets in the mystery of Germany's 
building a great arsenal for aggression, 
in the six shoii; yeax^s following Hitler's 
rise to powder. By 1938 Germany w^as us- 
ing 20 times as much of it as we. 

Since tungsten cannot be medted or 
cast, the manufacturing of it involves 
packing pulverized tungsten and lamp- 
black into -shape under tremendous pres- 
sure, then “sintering” or hartlening It by 
subjecting it to high temperatures. 

The process under which it is now' pro- 
duced w'as developed xn Germany in 1915 
and the patent acquired a year later by 
Krupp Company, head of Europe's grear 
steel and armament trust* 

However, since the early IfiOO^s, Thom- 
as A. Edison had been pressing and sin- 
tering powtlered tungsten at the General 
Elect TTC laboratories to develop the best 
lilamenta for his incandescent lamps. 
Genera! Electric w'as the first fii‘ni in this 
country to recognize the full potentiali- 
ties of tungsten carbide* 

In 1928 Kinipp and GE, together with 
GE's newly-formed subsidiary, the Carbo- 
loy C'ompany, Incorporated, organizcti a 
cartel, agreeing to pool all present and 
future patents and technical information 
concerning cemented tungsten carbide, 
Krupp licensed GE, through Carboloy, to 
nmiiufaeture and sell under the Krupp 
patents. It is ths ro?/oitj/ pay^nmits on 
fhv wflc of theRs patenfs which have pro- 
vided Gemmnp with a direct pa age for 
meamtring oar output of shells, guns, 
tanks and other heavy armaments. 

In exchange for an opportunity to de- 
velop a monopoly at home, GE agreed not 
to compete with Krupp on the product 
outside of the United State.s. Krupp thus 
became sole source of the material for 


Great Britain, Latin America and other 
industrial countries* 

In the following eight years the cartel 
succeeded in running the price of tungsten 
carbide from the admittedly high level of 
about fSO a pound up to $453 a pound 
(one iuhI one-half times the value of 
gold) ! All potential American contenders 
were forced from the field. Since 1939, 
w’hen blockxide of Germany interfered 
%vith operations of the cartel, the price 
has been back at $48 in this country. 

NAZI FINGERS IN U. S, INDUSTRY 

In 1936 Krupp and GE formed a new^ 
agreement. Carboloy was permiited to 
license American firms to use the tung- 
sten carbide patents, provided they 
agreed (1) to pay the heavy royalties, 
(2) to sell their products at the price 
maintained by the cartel and (3) to 
license back to Carboloy any new' devel- 
opments in the process they might happen 
to make. However, at the insistence of the 
nuzi ffovernment Krupp was given the 
final determination as to who should and 
should not he so tice^ised in this country. 
From 1936 to 1940 exactly three Ameri- 
can firms received licenses* 

As late as December, 1930, after the 
invasion uf England, General Electric and 
Krupp are known to have been planning 
an extension of their cartel agreements 
until 1950, although every effort w'as be- 
ing made to keep the name of Krupp out 
of correspondence in the GE files* 

But even after Pear] Harbor, GE was 
still paying royalties and sticking to its 
international agreemenL 

Recently GE has widely advertised a 
claim that there never has been a short- 
age of cemented tungsten carbiite oi- 
“Carboloy” in this country. The fact of 
the matter is that there has been no 
shortage because the producers deliber- 
ately destroyed the market by restricting 
output and maintaining prohibitive pr ices 
in the midst of a severe depression period. 

In 1940 GE's monopoly xvas broken 
w'hen a federal court declared the six 
basic patents of the process be invalid 
and openx*d them to general usx\ but 
Carboloy remains the chief producer* 
Though production has multiplied many- 
fold since then to meet our w'ar needs, 
there remain many years of damage to be 
undone. 

The Carboloy arrangement is but one 
of thou.samls of similar German- Ameri- 
can cartel agreements. Patent pooling 
contracts, usually w’ith Krupp or with the 
great German chemical and dye trust, I.

By LEliANi) OLDS, Chairman Federal Power Commission 


T EIHMINCI powei- planning ‘‘the recen- 
ciliaiitJii uC all other war planning^’ 
because p<nver *is used by all the ^var 
Industries anti all the soldiers and all the 
people/* Chairman Leland Olds of the 
Federal I*ower Commission told the an- 
nual meeting of the Midwest Power Con- 
ference recently that *'if the tragic story 
of ‘too little and too late* is repeated in 
the power fiekh the net rosnlt would be a 
delay in the prCKluction of vital war eciuip- 
ment, with an attendant loss of life and — 
iiuite possibly — of the war itself/* 

“This country/* Chairman Olds eon^ 
tinued, ‘‘is fortunate because it is strong 
in electric power — it is the strongest na- 
tion in the w^orJd measured in electric 
power* It is fortunate that when the news 
of Pearl Harbor w'as Hashed plans were 
already well along to assure adequate 
power supply for an overwhelming de- 
fense program* But that does not mean 
that the pow'cr problems of our war effort 
are solved, or that a self-satisfied, laissez^ 
faire attitude to%vard further power plan- 
ning can be tolerated/* 

Stressing that planning w*ar-time power 
needs cannot wait until specific demands 
for power develop, Chairman Olds pointed 
out that the industrial picture may change 
in ways not now predictable, such as oc- 
curred in the loss of a source of rubber 
due to Japanese action In Malaya and 
the Dutch East Indies* 

CREATING POWER TAKES TIME 

“It is not possible/* he said, “to put into 
operation electric generating capacity 
with anything like the speed with w^hich 
a need for power may arise* The time re- 
quired to manufacture and install gener^ 
ating equipment under present conditions 
precludes any hope of securing more gen- 
erating capacity in 11)42 and 1943 than 
is now actually on order and it is even 
(loul)tfu) if this capacity will be available 
as scheduled* Yet, under war conditions, 
large industrial programs take form rap- 
idly, progressii^g from the discussion to 
the operating stage wlLliiii a niatter of 
months. Furthermore, those planning the 
industrial program can estimate within 
narrow' limits and can make necessary 
adjustments in time to avoid serious con- 
sequences* On the other hand, the results 
of low estimates for electric power re- 
quirements cannot now be corrected in 
less than two and one-half to three years.*' 
Chairman Okls told the conference that 
the commission*s long-range plan for 
power e*vpnnsioiT presen tccl to the Presi 
dent in July, 1941, w'hich called for ad- 
ditional orders to bring generating capac- 
ity scheduled for instaHation in 1943 up

to about 3,500,0011 kilowatts and would 
assure continuation of new installations 
at the same rate through 1944, 1945, and 
194(5, was based on the assumption (1) 
that by 1943 defense expenditures should 
he ruim iiig a I aji annual rate of ?3G,000,- 
000,000; (2) that approximately half of 
this program w-ould represent displace- 
ment of normal civilian supply; (3) that, 
even using manufacturing capacity to the 
limit, the total loads in 1943 and 1944 
could be carried only by cutting heavily 
into reserves and by considerable civilian 
curtailment in certain areas; and (4) that 
if the ivar should continue into 1945 and 
1940 provision would unquestionably 
have to be made for still further expan- 
sion of the defense effort. 

WAR DOUBLES POWER NEEDS 

“Now/* he addetl, “w'c are at war. 
Pearl Harbor with all that it signifies, 
has brought the country face to face w ith 
that further expansion of the war pro- 
duction program* We cannot afford to 
wait until 1945 or 1945 for a program in- 
volving war expenditures at the rate of 
from §59, 990, 009,099 to $60,000,000,009 
a year* We face annual energy require- 
ments of about 150,000,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours for the war program, including di- 
rect and indirect war production as well 
as war service needs. 

“For purposes of comparison we may 
recall that for the year 19*39, before the 
defense program had gotten under way, 
the prtxl action of electric energy for pub- 
lic use was only 130,000,000,000 kilowatt- 
hours. Assuming that war production 
will displace about half of the industrial 
production in that year for civilian pur- 
poses, there still remains the problem of 
assuring that by the time when the war 
program is in full swing iL can command 
about 125,000,000,000 kilowatt-houi B over 
and above those produced in' 1939 ** 

ADDITIONAI. DYDRO POWER 
ESSENTIAL 

Stating that arguments to the effect 
that additional hydroelectric power de- 
velopments cannot be completed in time 
to be of service, tha t I hey require ma- 
terials and man power otherwise needed 
for the war program, and that additional 
steam capacity could be provided more

expeditiously or more economically to be 
“either attacks on the whole theory of 
defense power planning or a revival of 
the time- honored controversy bid ween 
steam and hydroelectric power/* Chair* 
man Olds termed the development of ad- 
ditional hydroelectric power “an essential 
part of any adequate plan for war power 
supply.” 

Bricfiy reviewing the advantages which 
would result from the construction of the 
proposed St. Lawrence power project, 
projects on the Upper Ohio tributaries in 
Pennsylvania, the Clark Hill project in 
Georgia, and the grouped projects on the 
Arkansas and White Rivers in Arkansas, 
Mr, Olds said that “in general, all of these 
hydro projects as proposed can be con- 
structed in a time comparable with that 
required, under present labor and priority 
conditions, for the installation of equiva- 
lent steam capacity*” 

Chairman Olds also stated that “it is 
certam that multiplication of steam gen- 
erating capacity, as the war effort pro- 
gresses, will face increa*sing problems of 
fuel supply* This will be due not only to 
increasing demand for the various fuels 
but probably even more to increasing 
pressure on the country's transportation 
systems* If, unfortunately, the war should 
prove long, the more watei- power that 
can be brought into the program, the less 
danger there will be of serious interfer- 
ence with power production due to fuel 
shortage* It is already apparent that 
transportation of fuels, both coal and oil, 
ne.xt winter will be a serious problem in 
Kuiiie iinporlant areas,** 

“Pow'er planning for war or peace/* 
Mr. Olds said, “goes far beyond the limi- 
tations embodied in existing power and 
industrial facilities* It is fundumentally 
based on the development of regional re- 
sources to a sufficient extent to support a 
given war effort and the essential civilian 
participation. It envisages the possible 
construction of alumimmL magnesium,

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U SAVING LIFE 


T he electrical trade is hazardous. When 
a serious acddent is averted, when a 
life is saved, when death is cheated, 
it is a time for rejoicing' Recently a line 
foreman saved the life of one of his men. 
This accident occurred itt the Portland, 
Greff,, area, in the precincts of the Port- 
land General Electric Company. The com- 
pany and his fellow workers grave a testi- 
monial dinner to the hero, and a gift 
Here is the formal report of the acci- 
dent by T. W. Lowi^y, Safety ln.spector. 

“On Wednesday, January 28, 1942, an 
accident occurred which could have re- 
sulted most seriously for us. The follow'- 
inff is intended to be a description of the 
accident, the conditions surrounding it, 
and the action taken by f>ne of our em- 
ployees to temper the seriousness of the 
unexpected occurrence: 

STORM -SLASH Ell USES 

“Chris, Hagey, lineman, and W. J. 
Kniffht, line foreman, both of the Port- 
land line department, were w'orking- in 
the Gresham area on the Cochran Road 
10 poles east of Kane Road. Their im- 
mediate job was that of repairing lines 
damaged by the recent sleet storm. Hagey 
was on the pole pulUng slack in No, C 
W, P, sei'vice drops wdien he was pulled 
o!T balance and contacted a 7,200 volt 
transformer cut-out wdth the right upper 
portion of his forehea<L This allowed the 
current to pass from the cut-out to his 
forehead, through his bo<ly and out his 
right second finger to the 220 volt service 
drop w'hich he was holding in his right 
hand. 

“Mr. Knight, hearing the noise, looked 
up in time to see llagey slump and fall 
to a hanging position in his belt. Im- 
mediately comprehending what had taken 
place, Knight went into action. Inasmuch 
as he was working on the ground and 
did not have his climbing spurs on, he se-

cur'cd a ladder from the truck, placed 
it against the pole which was stepped, and 
climbed to Hagey's assistance* This ac- 
tion Knight estimated to have consumed 
about a minute and a halPs time. He 
found Hagey to be unconscious and not 
breathing. Knight immediately began the 
application of pole- top artificial respira- 
tion, in which practice nearly all of our 
linemen have received some instruction 
during the past year.

“After an estimated three minutes of 
this, Knight began to notice some muscu- 
lar reaction in Hagey and shortly there- 
after Hagey began to violently throw his 
arms and legs about. Knight had some 
little trouble re.straininff him and keeping 
him from again contacting the 7,200 volt 
ec|tiipment. After a few seconds of this 
he (luieted down. Knight, after assuring 
himself that Hagey had resumed breath- 
ing and that help was unavaibible, tied 
Hagey to a hand-line and lowered him 
to the ground. Knight then loaded Hagey 
into the truck and transported him to Dr. 
Hughes* office in Gresham. 


“Mr, Hagey is expected hack on the 
job on Monday, February 2, 1942, thanks 
to Knight’s speedy application of first 
aid. 

“I am of the opinion that it ■would here 
be well to point out that we have enjoyed 
more than 30 years of Mr. ITagey’s seiw- 
ices as a lineman or a line foreman doing 
some of the most hazardous jobs in the 
business, without an accident, and had 
Mr, Knight been less resourceful, Mr. 
Hagey’s sei'vices might w^cll have been 
terminated on January 2S, 1942,’* 

Both the men involved are veterans in 
union membership. W. J. Knight, who 
made the rescue, joined the Brotherhood 
in January, 1908. Chris. Hagey became a 
member September 4, 1917. The safety 
inspector who signed the report, T. W. 
Lowry, also i.s an I. B. E. \\v. member, 
having joined July 24, 193G, at the age of 
25. All are members of L. U. No, 125 of 
Portland, Oreg. 


Men Wanted 

The big sweep for nianpower is on. In 
the coming months ev^ery available man 
possessing any skill will be discovered 
and pul to work in the total war idTorl. 

Out on the Pacific Coast, which is an 
embattled war zone as well as a great 
productive center, the call for electrical 
workers has been matie by Vice President 
J. Scott Milne* He has contacted every 
local union in the United States, asking 
for full cooperation and for men to work 
on big industrial jobs* construction jobs* 
ship building yards and other enterprises. 

Mr, Milne believes that the local unions 
not so immediately afTected by the war 
effort can be of great assistance to theii* 
nation and to their union by seeking out 
skilled men in their vicinities and in- 
ducing them to go to the Coast: “If there 
are mechanics in your area who do not 
belong to the local, it might be materially 
helpful to our Brotherhood and the gov- 
ernment if these men could be reached in 
order to fill the potential needs on this 
Coast/* 

The pay is good, the hours not exces- 
sive and the need is running from 500 to 
1,000 journeymen a month. The following 
communication was sent to local unions 
by Vice Pre.sident Milne: 

“Greetings: 

“Due to the enormous w*ar expan.sion 
program on the West Coast* the local 
unions in this district have practically 
depleted the available mechanics. 

“Several of the major war industries 
have made commitments to our local 
unions such that it now appears we will

Consent decrees against the Standard 
Oil Company and subsidiaries revealed 
the shocking fact that this huge corpora- 
tion was Withholding use of its patents 
for making synthetic rubber, due to agree- 
ments With a far-reaching German trust. 
Through action of courts and of Urn Sen- 
ate Patents Committee the government is 
striking at similar agi^eements between 
corporations in nazi Germany and this 
country by which industrial processes of 
great military value have been vested in 
Hitler's hands. President Roosevelt has 
ordered seizure of all patents controlled 
directly or indirectly by nations at war 
with the United States. Senators O'Ma- 
honey, Bone and La Follette have intro- 
duced legislation permitting the govern- 
ment to take over any patent for the du- 
ration of the war. Among corporations 
under fire for obstructing progress have 
been General Electric, Dow Chemical 
Company, Aluminum Company, American 
Magnesium Corporation, Magnesium De- 
velopment Corporation, and the General 
Aniline and Film Corporation, most of 
which have been forced to agree to free 
licensing of patents* 

In the meantime American inventive- 
ness spurred dynamically forward. 

This advertisement appeared in a New 
York financial paper: 

"To Bring Down Every Jap Plane 
"within 50 miles in 20 minutes, without 
k),^i ng a man. 

"An engineer, nationally know-n in a 
big production indu*4try, w’ho was chief 
engineer of a plant that built 30 aircraft 
engines a day during World War I, is 
looking for a partner to develop a new 
weapon that promises to do this.

alloy now used in fighter planes and 
bombers by the substitution of plywood 
and low-carbon, low-alloy steel. The new 
light steel is the result of more than a 
year of research, and can be manufac- 
tured inexpensively with existing steel 
production facilities* 

The Glenn L* Martin Company is in- 
creasing the use of plastics in its bomb- 
ers* More than 400 parts formerly made 
of metal, have been successfully replaced 
in plastics* The company believes that 
this development, based on its own re- 
search and structural tests by itself and 
others, will result in cheaper, better air- 
craft, more quickly produced* 

Henry Ford announced the develop- 
ment of a tire using only 1/16 as much 
rubber hitherto necessary. The following 
day the Goodyear Company announced it 
had test cars running on the road using 
tires made without rubber. 

But corporations don't have a monopoly 
on ideas* A New Jersey man, Claude II ab- 
bersUidt, rolled down the highway at 75 
miles an hour on a set of wooden tires 
he had made himself, the wood chemically 
treated to make it more flexible. Mr* Hab- 
berstfidt, once an explorer with Roy 
Chapman Andrews, now a building eon- 
tractor, thinks his tires should give 


12,000 to 15,000 miles at a moderate pace* 
He's applied for a patent* 

A war-stimulated idea which will in- 
crease the superiority of American troops 
comes from a member of our Local No* 
B-3, Jacobus (Jack) Andriese, an en- 
thusiastic "ham'' radio operator. He has 
iiwente<l a IG-pound two-way portable 
i^adio, a seif -powered trams ep lor, not 
much larger than a shoebox, which can 
be manufactured in mass production for 
$30 or less* It is now being tested by the 
.Army's interceptor command by direc- 
tion of the War Department. 

Research by metallurgists of the U* S. 
Bureau of Mines is paying dividends. 
They have devtdoped a process for pro- 
ducing a new "sponge chromium" to util- 
ize a large amount of America's olf-grade 
chromium ore* New' and important alloys 
are visioned. A new magnesium process 
also is their development* 

Among critical materials cut off by war 
in the Pacific, tin ranks in importance 
with rubber. But plastics made from 
petroleum may solve the tin can shortage, 
according to chemists in the laboratories 
of the Shell Oil Co's chemical subsidiary* 
A new plastic which may do the trick 
is "in the experimental stage*" It will 
withstand heat of over 500 degrees; also 
promises widespread use as a plastic 
finish on metal articles from stoves to 
ships* 

Another problem the oil chemists are 
enthusiastically attacking is iiviaiioii 
gasoline. They are delving into the intri-

W ASHINGTON, our nation's capital, 
has been called 'Hhe city of beautiful 
buiklings." We Ainerkans, in our 
national pride, have always believed it 
to be the most beautiful city in the world 
ami now as it remains yet untmiched in u 
war- torn worl(i( our belief has bectime a 
reality to all peoples. And in the heart 
of this '*dty of beautiful build has 
recently been eructetl, an allojjrelhei" new 
and different piece of ar'chiteelure, cme 
destined to have place among the most 
beautiful, for its originality; its classic 
simplicity and its perfection of design. 
This is the ne\v National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference at ldl2 Massachusetts 
Avenue, N. W, 

This building, which houses a great 
social agency, has been couatrucled as a 
monument to Christ the Light of the 
World and was built with funds raised 
for that purpose. The structure itself may 
be described as a G5 by DO foot white 
stone facade of monumental proportions 
in dignified, classic design. It Is entirely 
devoid of windows on the frimt and u 
niche 20 feet wide an<l DO feet high, rising 
the full lunglit of the facade, (^pen at the 
top and fluted the full length* commands 
center place in the building. The climax 
of the whole structure will be a H> foot 
figure of the Christus in green bronze, 
standing in this seml-eircuUir niche. The 
building is no\v complete except for the 
figure and the terracing and landscaping 
which have been planned to accentuate 
the dignity of the statuary and to add 
to the general beauty of the whale.

‘*So far as the manufacturing ami ship- 
building industries were concerned, spe* 
cial consideration should be given to the 
workman whose skill was confined to the 
welding process, 

'Tt vras the opinion of the executive 
council that welders who change their 
membership after having been in good 
standing for six months, from one of the 
alfdiated international unions to that of 
another, should be accepted into member- 
ship upon presentation of their paid-up 
membership, and be obligated without 
further cost than the payment of throe 
months duos in advance/' 

NINE TRADES 1‘ARTICTPATE 

The mternational unions having wcdder 
members represented on the executive 
council were the Blacksmiths, Boilei mak- 
ers. Machinists, Plumbers and Steam 
Fitters, and Sheet Metal Workers, these 
international unions representing the 
majority of those having welder mem- 
bers. The Electrical Workers, Operating 
Engineers, Moldcrs, and Structural Iron 
Workers, have since officially approved 
of the executive councirs recommenda- 
tions* It now remains to place this policy 
into effect. 

International unions having welder 
members arc requested to notify their 
field representatives and their business 
agents, so that all wdll understand the 
approved policy w^hich is intended to 
remove one of the serious criticisms weld- 
ers have made against our trade union 
movement. 

As a matter of detail the excscutive 
council considered tw'o types of welders — 
the craftsman who, in addition to his 
other craft skill, had learned to weldj 
and the single-purt>ose worker, the welder 
who had not acquired other craft skill, 
this latter being the group w'ho have 
made so much trouble during the last 
year. 

The executive council was of the opin- 
ion that whei'O a single-purpose welder 
had been a coniinuuous member of his 
international union for a period of not 
less than six months, and couhi present

satisfactory evidence that he was paid up 
to date as a member of his international 
union, could properly become a member 
of another international union under 
w'hose jurisdiction he was working, upon 
the payment of three months dues in ad- 
vance. 

As the ■welflers' question is still a 
source of danger to stable union condi- 
tions in more Lhmi one locality, the de- 
pa rtment within a week's time, unless

RECOM MENDATION RATIFIED

fa Welders Adopted hy the Eirecutive 
Conned of the sMetal Trades Depart merit 
Thursday, March 5, 

At its se*ssion Thursday, March 5, the 
executive council of the Metal Trades 
Department gave lengthy consideration 
to the problem of metal welding as a 
process in connection with industry. It 
was evident that there was a classification 
in the welding process which must be rec- 
ognised. There were the metal Avorking 
craftsmen w'ho, in connection with their 
apprenticeship and their craft skill, had 
learned the jrrocess of electric and oxy- 
acetylene welding* There were also those 
welders who had seiwed no craft appren- 
ticeship, the number of this type of weld- 
ers having greatly increased as a result 
of production for national defense. 

It was the measured opinion of the 
executive council that no action or recom- 
mendation was advisable eovering crafts- 
men who had, as part of their training, 
learned to weld. 

Because of the pressing problem for 
national defense, it vras the unanimous 
conclusion of the executive council that, 
so far as the manufacturing and ship- 
building industries were concerned, spe- 
cial consideration should be given to the 
workman whose skill w'as confined to the 
welding process.

The executive council of the Metal 
Trades Department, at its session of 
Thursday, March 5, gave lengthy and 
full consideration to the problems pro- 
.sen ted by the employment of large num- 
bers of ivel tiers in the manufacturing 
and *sh Ip building Inilustries who were 
single proce.ss workmen. Among this type 
of ’welders %vere those who had worked 
in various branches of the metal indus- 
tries while the majority were those %vho, 
after a 45 or (50-day experience in the 
welding schools, began work in shipyards 
a*s welders* 

The welders' strike, late in 1941, which 
began in the shipyards on the Pacific 
Coast, had extended to other parts of the 
country, and involved building and con- 
struction trades work as well as work 
in the manufacturing industries. The 
more recent welders* strike in Tacoma 
and Seattle, Wash*, had involved ship- 
yards only, though a few uptown and 
contract shops were also affected* 

In connection with the rebel welders' ac- 
tivities, there have been hearings before 
the Truman Committee in the United

T he war raises an oh\ problem for the 
unions' — that of the ‘'closerr' shop. It 
was the only issue upon which the 
President's industry-labor conference held 
immediately after “Pearl Harbor'' could 
md agree. 

The public is completely confused by 
the mis representation given it* Industry, 
the press and radio* have poured out the 
old lies m the usual way. Labor's side is 
not heard iind many Americans are IoyI 
to believe the union shop is an imposition 
and shoulil be forbidden by law. Clearly 
the elTort is made to utilise the war crisis 
to prevent the union shop^ although it has 
no rtflation to war production. 

Vicious is the claim that the “closed 
shop is an exercise of dictatorial power. 
Therefore, it is contrary to the very 
prindtdes for which we are now engaged 
in war." With this goes the claim that 
“The Wagner Act forces workmen into 
unions^ thus imposing dictatorial rules 
over such workers*” What deception ! All 
that the Wagner Act does is to establish 
the demoeratic principle of majority rule 
in industrial relations* Our industrialists 
find this offensive* They say the law forces 
upon an unwilling minority of woi ker-s in 
any group an agent (a union) whom they 
do not desire. 

lU*noi>\ BATTLE OVER 
SAME ISSUE 

But the position of non-union workers 
under the law is no different from that 
of any other minority group in a demo- 
cratic society. In any docthm, the sup- 
porters of a defeated candidate are ffjiced 
to accept as their represeritulive a per- 
son whom they did not desire, 

In business corporations, minority 
stockholders must accept as theii' agents 
the oilicers and directors elected by ma- 
jority vote* The same is true in church 
mid f ra tc rn a 1 o r ga n i z a ti o ns. . 

We once had a bloody internal war over 
this same issue. The South did not want 
President Lincoln. It dccideti to leave the 
Union* The North fought the South to 
keep it in the Union* And the South was 
forced to remain in the Union* Where is 
the difference between a union of the 
slates for the protection of alt— and a 
union of workers, opptised by a minority 
in a plant? 

NO BAR AGAINST RA< KETKERING 

To say that some unions are not run 
deniocraticany only beclouds the issue. We 
holcl no brief for any would-be union die-

tator. But such unions have no monopoly 
of machine control, Tt exists in cortiora- 
tions, fraternal organizations, clubs and 
in local, stale and federal governmenLs. 
And racketeering with scandals existed 
in many fields long before the union shop. 
Obviously the “open" shop is no bar 
a ga ins t rue k etee r i ng. 

However, the much -maligned Wagner 
*Act gives the W'Orkers, by majority vote* 
the right to say Avh ether they shall be 
represented by a particular labor union. 

Deapitc svhat highly paid columnists 
and editorial writers may say, labor 
unions <lo not demand the union shop 
just to increase their treasuries by fees 
and dues. The union worker knows he 
must have the union shop to p rotor t him- 
self. 

WHY OTHERS STOJ* PAYING 

He bclteveS'— and rightly m — that 
others shoubi not be allovveil to share the 
beuefitii of union ^-ffort without ^iha^^ng 
the respt)nsibility* Since all benefit, he 
believes, by the unitms' effort in increas- 
ing wages and terms of employment* all 
shouJti help defray the expenses. But that 
is not all* 

The unum man knows that the very 
presence of some who share benefits with* 
out paying for them induces others to 
.stop paying. And soon there is a weak 
union — or no union at all. The union man 
has seeii wages and working comlitiuns 
whittled aw'ay by competition of non- 
union workers. 

The union worktir has seen how ctuir- 
age and intelligent action are penaliKcd 
for the temporary benefit of the covvardly 
or ignorant and for the advantage of 
management* lie has seen how the imion 
was made useless or destroyed by em- 
ployer or foreman diBcriminatitm in hir- 
ing or firing, by promotions ami in many 
other ways, 

Experience has shown there can be no 
true collective bargaining without the 
union shop* No plant, not even an entire 
industry* can long exist half union and 
half non-union* no more than America 
could exist half slave and half free, as 
Lincoln so well said* 

HISTORY BEHIM) UNION SHOl* 

These economic facts w'ere recognized 
many years before the New Deal and the 


AVagner Act. The demand for the union 
shop has over fiO years of history behind 
it* .And behiml this was the experience 
reaching back to the Guild System of the 
Middle Ages. Even the conservative Chief 
Justice Taft, over two clecades ago, speak- 
ing for the United States Supreme Court 
in a judicial decision said: 

“Labor unions , . . were organized out 
of the necessities of the situation. A 
single employee was helpless in dealing 
with an employer* . , . tf the emploj^er 
refused to [my him the wages that he 
thought fair, he wms nevertheles*s un* 
at)lo to leave the employ and to resist 
arbitrary anti unfair treatment. Unwa 
was essential to give laborers an opjwr- 
tnnity to deal on equality with their em^ 
idoyer. * . , The strike became a lawful 
in.strument in a Unvful economic sti uggle

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America Comes There are indication.s that bad news 
Throufjh has reached Rome, Berlin and Tokyo. 

Despite fifth column movements, 
class wars, sabotage and red tape, the United States 
has reached a pitch of production almost miraculous 
to conceive. In two short years this country’s great 
jn-odiiction facilities have been changed over from 
peacetime to wai'time products, and thi.s over-all plant 
is now producing more in some directions than the 
Axis countries combined. 

This is the way of our democracy. Our citizens can 
growl, discus.s, prote.st, even grow angry, fight among 
themselves, but somehow the fine habits of going to 
work in a systematic way and doing a job prevails over 
all ob.structions, and the job is done. America comes 
through. America goes forward. And gathering pride 
in accomplislnnent, morale, and righteous anger, the 
great democracy will continue to give a good account 
of itself not only in the mills and factories and on the 
jobs but on the firing line as well. 

Pei'haps when history is written, it will be obvious 
that free men rising in their might are worth many 
times more in productive power and shooting power 
than regimented men. 

Go on taking [)ride in America. Our collective efforts 
have succeeded. Before long those who retard and plot 
will no longer be respected and will pa.s.s out in shame. 


Production. Truth Life is so full of good things that 
ami Fiction our cup runneth over. For exam- 

ple. there is the excruciatingly in- 
teresting publicity emanating from Chicago incident 
to the meeting of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. While local chajiters of the United Stales 
Chamber continue to take part in the devious open 
shop drive to discredit labor, a part of which is the 
vicious pretense that unions have failed in their job to 
produce, the United States Chamber reports on the 
wonderful accomplishment of business in the field of 
production. Here is the record as reported by the 
Associated Press: 

“The construction industry, on .some projects, has 
erected a building every 32 minutes." (We suppose 


that somewhere on these jobs there were a few work- 
men. We doubt if it was all due to management.) 

And again, “Electric utility companies already have 
added 3,000,000 kilowatts of generating power to their 
lines." (We suppose that some place in the generating 
plants there were a few electricians at work.) 

“One automobile company has completed an order 
for 31 -ton tanks seven months ahead of time.” (We 
suppo.se that this was not the work of Lt. Gen. Knud- 
sen alone. There minst have been a few w'orkers hang- 
ing on the fringes.) 

And again, “Now the American petroleum industry 
is making more 100-octane gasoline than all the rest of 
the world combined.’' (We suppose somewhere in the 
distant background a few workers gathered and con- 
tributed their mite.) 

In short, the Chamber can not have it both ways. 
They can’t report their succes.ses in Chicago and the 
failures of labor in Congress. 


Wa.shington It would be laughable, if it were not so 
Scene serioms, to view the caperitigs of .some 

doliar-a-year men in the government. 
One case came to our attention recently. This particu- 
lar dollar-a-year man worked for the government long 
enough to win for himself and his company a $30,000,- 
000 contract. He thereupon left the service of the gov- 
ernment and went out to fulfill the terms of the con- 
tract. After a brief absence, he returned until he got 
another contract and then he disappeared from the 
halls of government, which no doubt now await expec- 
tantly for his return. 

Such spectacles as this make the Washington scene 
one of terror atid dismay. Certain dollar-a-year men 
are no more interested in the total war effort than they 
are interested in planetary progress. They are in the 
government for business reason.s. Nearly all of these 
people take time out to seek to bar labor from repre- 
sentation on government committees and to ply the 
anti-union trade. Repre.sentatives of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company have been particu- 
larly conspicuous in the way they have seized key posi- 
tions ill certain war agencies and then used them to 
forward the interest.s of their anti-union corporation. 


A. F. of L. Quite effectively the American Fed- 

Accomplishmenl eration of Labor .spent many thou- 
sands of dollars placing full-page 
ads in key papers in the United States. The te.xt of 
these ads formulate a fighting program for every 
American citizen. The full text, w^e hope, was read by 
everyone of the 30,000,000 iinioni.sts in the United 
States. The ad wa,s headed “Beware the Sixth Column." 
Then the ad w'ent on to say, “President Roosevelt de- 
fined Sixth Columnists at hi.s March 24 press confer- 
ence as American.^ who wittingly or unwittingly .spread 
rumors and doubts devi.sed by enemy Fifth Column i.sts 
about America's war effort. These Sixth Column 
rumors have now been concentrated into a vast smear 
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campaign against American workers and their unions.*' 

Then the ad vigorously went on to point out: '*The 
Sixth Columnists are waging an undeclared war 
against President Roosevelt and against us. 

“They are doing this by putting the heat on Con- 
gress to pass the Smith- Vinson Bill and other danger- 
ous legisjation aimed at the President's war labor 
policies, 

“The Sixth Columnists are trying to fool the Ameri- 
can people into believing such legislation is needed to 
speed up production and win the war, 

“Don't let the Sixth Column fool you!" 

Then the ml points out the scope and variety of 
labor services to the United States in a series of ques- 
tions : 

“Who is fighting America's war on the front line? 

“Who is carrying on America's victory procUiction 
LJrograrii on the liume fruiit? 

“Who fought beside our Marines at Giuini and 
Wake? 

“Who is sailing America's merchant ships and tank- 
ers on the high seas, braving daily submarine attacks? 

“Who rode the Burma Road? 

“Who is building America's defense outposts in 
Hawaii, Alaska, the Canal Zone and other bases? 

“Who built all the Army camps and Nava! stations 
in record time?" 


GK Tars With a bow to the excellent publicity dcpart- 
Itsell ment of the General Electric Company, we 
beg to quote the New Republic on the tung- 
sten carbide scandal, 

“Why do we lack tungsten carbide? We lack it be- 
cause General Electric conspired with Krupp of Essen. 
General Electric’s conspiracy with Krupp began in 
1928, when GE obtained the right to exploit Krupp's 
American patents covering tungsten carbide. There 
was no necessity for the agreement. GE could have 
just as well exploited its own process. But GE wauled 
a momHJoly in America, and it was easier for GE to 
combine with Krupp iu a patent pool than to risk liti- 
gation in the American courts in which both GE's 
and Krupp's patents might have been invalidated and 
the Held opened to competitive production, 

“In a full-page advertisement in every major Ameri- 
can newspaper, GE has ridiculed the idea that its little 
conspiracy hurt America, or even made it pay too 
much. 'For purposes of fair comparison/ the advertise- 
ment sUites, ‘a typical German cemented carbide tool 
in 1928 cost $22,66, while a comparable American Car- 
boloy tool cost $11,11.' 

“What a (ine display of American business morality ! 
In 1928 the GE monopoly had not been formed ! 

“When GE (irst connived with Krupp, it hoped to 
restrict the American producers To a small number, 
preferably not more than two.' But Krupp had already 
concluded agreements with two American firms, and 
these became the licensees of GE, But the clever GE 
slipped a clause into the conspiracy providing that 


it alone could fi.x the prices and conditions under which 
tungsten carbide could be sold in the United States, 
Then GE raised the price of tungsten carbide to as 
iiigli as $453 pi^r pQund. In this way GE forced its own 
licensees out of production and won a monopoly, 

“ ‘Tungsten carbide is difficult to make and difficult 
to use/ pleads the GE advertisement in explaining its 
actions. That is a flat untruth. In 1931 a GE engineer 
placed a suggestion in the box of the office employees’ 
suggestions committee. He complained of the 'ab,surdly 
fictitious prices’ charged by GE, and its refusal to 
prochice,” 


Bourbons of The bold effrontery with which the Na- 
Big Business tional Association of Manufacturers 
and other anti-union agencies ply their 
trade in the midst of great danger to the republic is 
dismaying. These gentlemen represent only a small 
segment of binsiiiess. In large part, business men are 
enlisted in the war effort to good purpose and with 
sincerity. But the bourbons of big business — the right 
wing of the light wing— ply their essential trade of 
destroying unionism with avidity and boldness. They 
have transferred their brand of the class struggle 
from the industrial arena to Wa,shington, Through the 
Congi'ess; through the War Product ion Board; 
through the Department of War; and through other 
government agencies they are undertaking to destroy 
labor’s right to representation at every point. It makes 
no difference to them that the republic Is engaged in 
the most serious contest in its history. It makes no 
difference to them that waging of class warfare is a 
Ijreach of honor close to treason. 

Like all bourbons, they have learned nothing. To 
stop labor is to them more important than to stop 
Hiller, and they are undertaking to do it by devious 
ways at a stern cost to the war effort an<l to total 
morale. No republic can afford to fight a civil war in 
the midst of repelling enemies abroad. It may come to 
pass that the republic will have to gird itself to stop 
sucli marauding attacks at home in order to preserve 
its own existence. 


ITanetary Dr. Isaiah Bowman, president of Johns 
DesUny Hopkins University, reviewed Professor 
Nicholas J, Spykman's book, “America’s

our willingness to have our young men stand guard 
upon the ramparts and our older men interpret the 
^vorld and America ceaselessly and realistically to our

F rom a bomb-scarmi Island in the vast 
reaches of the Pacific comes a mes- 
sage I wish every American woman, 
and particularly Uie wives of trade union- 
ists, could read. Writing to the Woman's 
Work section of the Journal, Sylvia Ja- 
cobs, of 3263 Hayden Street, Honolulu, 
Hawaii, says: 

*‘A Los Angeles report in the February 
issue mentions, in connection with the 
safe return of a woman’s auxiliary mem- 
ber from Honolulu: 

“‘Many other friends are still over 
there, not being so fortunateJ 

“Not so fortunate? Friends, w'o con- 
sider ourselves far more fortunate than 
those who are separated from their hus- 
bands! Now, more than ever before, our 
men need us. They are working long 
hours — often 10 hours a day, seven days 
a week, at Pearl Harbor. Early closing 
houi's; of Honolulu stores due to blackout, 
make it impossible for them to buy the 
simplest of necessities, such as razor 
blades and w‘ork clothes, for themselves, 
“Blackout evenings are lonely atid de- 
pressing for the men whose families have 
gone back to the mainland. Most restau- 
rants arc closed by the time they gai 
back from w'ork. Grocery stores are sold 
out of meat and butter (except in the lush 
days immediately follo\ving the arrival of 
a convoy). Some war workers who do not 
have someone to make a home for them 
have not had time to cover their windows 
with blackout material, and so must sit in 
the dark, and in the mornings, arising be- 
fore daAvn, must grope around for their 
clothes, and breakfast, if any, 

“Many of us breathed a sigh of relief 
when we saw the significant line at the 
bottom of the forms sent to wives of Pearl 
Harbor workers, *At present, there is no 
involuntary evacimLion of civilians^ 

“Yes — w'G have knowni the tightening in 
the throat that comes when the air-raid 
sirens start to wail. But we have not 
shown fear; we have kept cheerful, for 
the sake of the men whose skilled work 
is so vital to victory. We have sent I horn 
on their waj^ in the lYiornings with a smile, 
a kiss, and a full lunch box, though that 
lunch box sometimes requires consider- 
able ingenuity when you cannot get ap- 
ples or oranges, butter, eggs, or samlwich 
meat, or even w'axed paper or thermos 
bottIe.s. We have learned to make sand- 
wiches of canned corned beef, save jars

to fill with apple sauce made of dried 
apples, turn beans oi- macaroni or canned 
salmon into appetizing suppers, and ask 
the grocer, hopefully, every day, ‘Did you 
get anything more in?’ When an airplajie 
shipment of quartered beef arrives from 
one of the other islands, vve greet our 
husbands triumphantly. 

“‘Honey, what do you think? I got a 
steak today!' 

“Yes, we carry gas masks and tin hel- 
mets, and they .seem pretty heavy at 
times, especially w^hen you ai'e carrying 
groceries home on an over-crowded bus. 
(No deliveries and little use of our own 
cars, due to gas rationing, of c(mrsc.) 
Many of us have taken clerical jobs wdth 
the Army or Navy in addition to our home 
duties. We have deposited blood in the 
plasma bank, been fingerprinted and had 
typhoid and smallpox shots. We keep our 
evacuation suitcases packed, and get our 
shoes mutldy in air-raid shelters. 

“But what a small price to pay for the 
privilege of having our men return to us 
every night, for the knowledge that an- 
other day has passer i and they are still 
all in one piece, for the right to be here 
and take care of them if they should be 
hurt in some future attack! 

“We are a little smug about the fact 
that the men who have real homes here 
have stood the strain of increased work- 
ing hours better than those who are living 
in funiished rooms. They have better 
meals, companionship in the evenings to 
lake their minds for a few hours from the 
grim reality of war. ’J^hey have someone 
to insist that they change to dry shoes 
when they get water-soaked in the bilges 
of the ships; they have someone to remind 
them to take their vitamins and go to the 
dentist. As a re.sult, they lose less lime 
due to sickness, are able to serve their 
t'ountry better. 

“Yes- — we have been fortunate. We face 
realistically and calmly the fact that, in 
months to come, we may not be so fortu- 
nate as we have boen so far. But the wom- 
en of Englaml have shown u.s what wom- 
en can face. Like them, vve are staying on 
our island!” 

We want to thank Sylvia Jacobs for 
this grand letter, She has the right spirit 
of free American workers. Here is the 
prescription for those who want to help 
win the war: Stick on I he job. work harder 
ami longer, make tmt with what you can 


get. don't grumble and don’t show fear. 
Don’t forget the War-Savings Bond.s and 
Stamps; your purchase.^ will help the 
government now, and will give you a nest- 
egg for the future. 

Women like Sylvia Jacobs, like the 
women of Englaml, show' the enemy that 
they “can take it.” They do not flinch or 
run avvay. They rise to the emergency in- 
stead of cowering away from it. And they 
glory in the comradeship of hardshijj and 
danger. They are not thinking of their 
owm comfort but of the health of their 
men, to keep up their efficiency and morale 
as they build up Uncle Sam’s ramparts. 
These men, too, have the same unselfish 
spirit. Many of them have left good jobs 
<m “the mainland” to work under tlifii- 
eult conditions in the construction of is- 
land defenses simply because “it‘s got to 
be done.” We salute these men and 
women. 

We here in the United States have seen 
no bombs fail, no wrecked buildings, no 
bandages turning red. If we hatl, our 
mood would be different. We would retdize 
we aie at war and the many adjustmont.s 
we have to make in our ways of living 
would be gladly accepted. If you had seen 
your husband or son shot down, all your 
powders, day and night, would be bent on 
the destruction of his slayers. 

Fiut we arc engaged, here and now, in 
fighting a war against the intangible 
forces of criticism, rumor, discourage- 
ment, inditFerence spread by quisling 
tongues. It is a war against morale* It is 
a war that reaches you and me, iiivitiiTg 
us to be selfish, lazy, greedy. It seeks to 
create distrust in our leaders. Its poison 
Spreads like a gas attack over jiress ntul 
radio, by wor<l of mouth. It is aiding Hit- 
ler and Hirohito whether intentionally or 
not. 

WCt the workers of America* are not 
going to lie down on the job. We’re mvt 
going to grumble or whine. We have faith 
in our system of gov^ernment and in the 
institutions which we as citizens have 
helped to create. We have faith in fhe 
man we elected as President. We go where 
we are needed and do what is required. 
Morale is a big factor in production. It 
must and will be maintained! 

To Sylvia Jacobs, our thanks for her 
gallant spirit, and our pledge that we, 
too, will be ever alert in defense iif our 
nation.

Quite 
a bit of trouble occurred about two months 
ago when CIO workers were chased from the 
job* The Missouri governor, Donnell* threot- 
ened to declare martial law upon resumption 
of the work, but everything was peaceful, 
going along fine. 

The Farm Security Administration author- 
iaed construction of the houses and the House 
Erection Company had a contract wdth the 
CIO for labor to erect them. The A. F. of l^. 
protested on the ground it had a “stabiliza- 
tion contract” with government agencies 
whereby the A. F* of L- w^as to do all gov- 
ernment construction work, and w'as appa- 
rently upheld in its contention. The houses 
W'ill be occupied by Weldon Springs TNT 
plant w'orkers. 

Have just learned that the Midw^est Fixture 
Company has changed its name to The “Fluo- 
resc e n t I^ah r i cat ors , Inc.” And please n otc 
that these people do not employ any union 
labor. They are located at 5151 Natural 
Bridge .Avenue, in St. Louis, Mo, 

The Edwin F. Guth Co.— remember the 
“BrascoUtes?”— they are still unfair* "Braa- 
colitcs" made the Guth Company with Local 
No* 1 fixture men* Guth is now unfair. 

Large scale war plants are nearing com- 
pletion. There are several others in the course 
of progress in this area if they can be as- 
sured that labor conditions will be ample and 
sensible. 

One of the St. Louis contractors is taking 
jobs at aurprisingly low' figures, and no doubt 
will be trtfing to take it out on tabor.

The Journal of Electrical Workers anp 
Operators for *April has just been received 
by me and proves to be a great source of 
pleasure and satisfaction inasmuch as its 
reading shows that our brethren in other 
locals have awakened to the dangers of the 
anti- labor drive now being waged by big 
businesa with the aid of its spokesmen in 
Congress and the subsidized press. 

Many of the letters from local unions show 
that not only have the press secretaries been 
jarred loose from their usual reports of 
purely local happenings by the danger of 
this nationwide offensive again si labor by 
big business, but they are doing some offen* 
sive w'ork ibemselves. The best ones in that 
respect, in this writer ^s opinion, arc the 
letters by the business managers of L* U. 
No* 8C of Norfolk, Va*, and of L* U* No. 1141 
of Okliihonm City, Okla., and the letter From 
L. U. No. 183 of Le.xington, Ky. There are 
many more well worth reading* as listed in 
a box on page 193 by the Editor* 

Other imUcations of olTensive action nre 
the list of primary dates in the various states 
as given on page 197. This is a broad hint 
to the voter who is all too often “too busy" 
to bother wuth primary voting to get out 
and correct an evil, in the Amcn'ran joay, 
by preventing the nominnlion of labor ene- 
mies, which in many states is tantamount to 
election* 

Editorials that knock out "home runs” this 
month are: “Open Shop IlllUkrieg," "()ur 
*Free' Press" and “Terrible Thurman." The 
man who has not yet reail them and does 
not immediately proceed to do so is cheating 
himself* Then if he does not also immediately 
wTite personal letters to his Senators and 
Representatives in Congress instead of leav- 
ing it all to his local union and its officers, 
he is more of a “card man” than a union 
man. 

Read the articles “Lower House Becomes 
Worst Bottleneck of All” and “Our Free 
Press Forgets to Print the News,” if you 
have not already done ao, and lenrn “\s'hat"a 
cooking" as our kids say. 

You may any, "Why read old stuff?" and 
the answ'er is "If you haven’t yet read it* you 
have plenty of important reading to catch 
up on." It W'ill all still be timely even if 
one phase is seemingly settled. With the 
opposition of the President, labor’s enemies 
are not going to have easy sailing, so you 
can rest assured that long after this is 
being w^ritten they will be tvorking to ham- 
string labor at any cost. Labor's fighting is 
never done, so it behooves everyone to do 
his share. 

We note in the table of primary election 
dates on page 197 of the April JOURNAL that 
many of these dates come in April and May. 
We sincerely hope that every man vrill get 
out on primary day in his state and not 
only vote for the right man himself but also 
get all his friends to do likewise. Remember 
that those things that affect union labor 
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also afTect non-union labor, they go up or 
down as we du« 

A brief review of happenings since our 
last writing shows that the newspapers for 
April 1 reported that the Senate had re- 
buffed the attempt of Senator O'Daniet of 
Texas, supported by Senators Connolly, also 
of Texas, Byrd of V*irginia, and Doxey of 
Mississippi, to attach a rider to a bill 
intended to aid the small business man. 
This rider would have done away with 
overtime and the closed shop, 

Xeetl we say more? There are four men 
for our Brothers of the southern states 
to convince that the days of privilege arc 
over and that we Intend to have our demo- 
era tie rights. PraeLicallji' nil the ItraJtrrs 
of government and the war effort, includ- 
ing such men as President Eoosevelt, Sec- 
retary of War Knox, Price Administrator 
Henderaon and Lieut. Gen. Knudeen, in 
charge 4if ptoduclion, oppose any changes 
in the Wage and Hour Law' and have so 
stated, publicly ami before Congressional 
rommittpcs. 

Even though we are protected by our 
local agreements against possible changes 
in the Wage and Hour Law at presetit, 
how will you fare when it comes time 
to renew-' your agreement? Do you think 
you will do as well if lahor^s enemies have 
nullified this law? 

Today the President sent to Congress 
his message on price control and income 
limitation, and what happens? The so-ealled 
conservative press headliucs it as a C'UT 
for the farnier, and the suggestion to limit 
Incomes to $125, OOd after taxes arc paid 
is met with the cry that such action will 
take away all incentive for these "big 
shots^' Lo carry on. Where is their patriot- 
ism? They expeet labor to be pntrietic 
am] work just as bard in the face of less 
of the overtime pay w'hich barely enables 
them to meet the increased cost of living. 
The answer is that they love to "dish it 
out" but they "caaT tukc it." 

There is no question about how this mes- 
sage will be received by Congress, particu- 
larly by the slooges of big business who 
would prefer to see arif.Lher inffationary 
mess such as we had after the last war, 
which made multi-millionaires of the few 
and brought the rest of us to the point of 
starvation. There will be days and weeks 
wasted in debate, all for the purpose of 
making the burden heavier for the many 
and lighter for the few who think they 
should be privileged. 

Therefore, for your own benefit, iii others, 
remember that "the pen is mightier than 
the sword,” Get out those rusty pens and 
creaky Ly pew l iters and send such a flood 
of letters to your Representatives and Sen- 
ators, that compared to it the subsidiKed 
tetters from Oklahoma will Boem like a 
yhowor from u sprinkling can. 

However, not withsta ruling the foregoing 
facts* labor must not lose sight of the fact 
that the United States Government ia in 
dire need of financiul support lo assist 
our armed forces with the necessary equip- 
ment to bring about a quick and decisive 
victory in this current international con- 
flict, hy a total defeat of the Axis partners 
and for what they stand- 

To bring this about, it is the duty of 
every individual member of organized 
labor to assist in the War Bond drive in 
keeping vrith our International OfRcc pro- 
gram to aid our government in this national 
crisis. 

The executive hnard of L* U. No, B-3 at 
their last meeting adopted a resolution on 
motion^that the 20,000 members of our 
organization subscribe to the purchase of 
War Bonds to the extent of 10 per cent of

The saddest bit of news that we've ever 
hud to report is that of the death of our 
f'umiiciat secretary, Brother Tom .T. Fagen. 

After a long lingering illness brought on 
hy an accident, we lost one of the truest 
am! most loyal union members that organ- 
ised labor ever had in its ranks. 

At the funeral were to be seen great 
numbers of floral pieces from labor in all 
walks of life, and from numerous friends 
outside of labor. RepreBontatives from all 
the various labor organizations and our 
own L 0. were in attendance. 

Brother Fagen was initiated in Local 
No. 27 on July 3, 1896, and served that or- 
ganization faithfully. He later became finan- 
cial secretary of Local No. 28, which body 
he served long and faithfully through these 
many years. We have sustained an Ir- 
reparable loss. Brother Fagen left a host 
of friends, which is real wealth in the 
truest sense of the word and when meas- 
ured In terms of humanity.

This is an appeal addressed to all organized 
workers to get in line and buy a share in 
America, The sale of War Ronds and Stamps 
fell off badly during the months of March 
and April* Let's hope that it will not take 
another Pearl Harbor to promote arlditional 
sales among our memhership* Do not get me 
wrong, labor organizations are doing a fine 
job in cooperating with the Treasury Depart- 
ment in promoting the satv of stamps and 
bonds. Local unions are purchasing bonds out 
of their treasuries* and I do not believe that 
there is a local union in the United States 


that has not purchased bonds to the limit of 
their resources. 

This is not enough, however* the individual 
members of organizations must aUo co- 
operate 100 per cent, and I mean lf)0 per 
cent* each and every individual must pledge 
an amount of at least 10 per cent of their 
w-nges weekly for the duration of the w'ar. 
Secretary Morgen than has appealed to or- 
ganized labor to render all assistance pos- 
sible in the sale of War Ronds and Stamps. 
As we all know, the cost of the war is very 
great. In order to meet this cost a regular 
anti steady flow of dollars from the sale of 
bonds and stamps must find its way into the 
Treasury of the United States. This money la 
needed to win the war. 

In order to promote the sale of bonds and 
stamps among the membership of organized 
labor, it is necessary that every individual 
assist in this work to the extent of your 
ability* You must call upon the membership 
of organized labor whenever opportunity 
presents iUelf for you to do so to purchase 
War Savings Bonds nml Stamps regularly in 
order to help our government win the war. 
Urge the workers to agree to payroll deduc- 
tions with their employers of at least 10 per 
cent of their earnings each pay* said amount 
to he used to purchase bonds and stamps* 

This action will serve as a check against in- 
flation* and at the same time will enable the 
workers to save money which they will, no 
doubt. Iiadly need when the post-war period 
arrives. 

The Congress of the United States is 
threatening the enactment of legislation 
which would provide for compulsory payroll 
deductions. We lio not believe that this form 
of compulsion is necessary. Instead we are 
recommending that a payroll ileduction plan 
of 10 per cent of the earnings of the workers 
be put Into effect ns a voluntary plan. We are 
confident if this plan is universally applterl 
and is put into elfeci that we can head off and 
prevent the enactment of compulsory payroll 
legislation. 

Again ! ask all organized workers to ap- 
peal to your Brother members to agree upon 
and put into effect the 10 per cent payroll 
deduction plan for the purchase of War Bonds 
and Stamps. 

Management ami labor are working hand 
in hand to help win this war, now let's have 
labor and government cooperate in the im- 
portant measure of financing the war. 

Local No. 363 has voted at our last meeting 
to purchase weekly or monthly bonds with 
the entire proceeds of our unemployment 
funds, leaving only the amount of $1,000 in 
this fund, all in excess at the present time to 
be converted into War Bonds. The future pro- 
ceeds of our unemployment assossmenta are 
to be applied towartl the purchase of l>onds* 

Just another word of counsel, Brothers* 
watch .lohn L. LewU* also some of our own 
affilinted members of a building trades union 
w*ho have designs on forming the long- 
awaited third labor movement* Wherever 
possible try to break up any attempts of the 
United Mine Workers toward organizing*, 
especially among the farmers. 

We have a tough job on our hands but I am 
sure that organized labor under the .A. F. of 
L. will come through, proving in spite of our 
enemies that we are the workers w^ho are 
fighting America's war on the home front, 
carrying on the victory production program. 
We are building .Army camps and Naval sta- 
tions in record time. We are building defense 
outposts beyond the continental limits of the 
United States, giving up our safe jobs at 
home io do our bit* Union truck drivers are 
pushing their trucks over the Burma Road to 
supply the armies of China* despite enemy

Every machine is a weapon in the 
war against fiisdsm. The nation expects us 
to do our duty. Let the weapons of war pour 
from every factory 1 every machine op- 

erate 2A hours a day. Produce for victory! 
This is n fine patriotic gesture which I am 
sure everyone umierstamls. 

But we have another patriotic duty to per- 
form. Onr 1 nterimtionai nrfW requires us to 
pay n per capita to pay the dues of any of 
our members called to the colors. What every- 
one may think of this matter is their busi- 
ness* but we must not forget it is a decision 
of the entire membership, and is a law^ 

At our last regular meeting, held April 16* 
in giving reports on various activities this 
is one which stood out: The membership had 
gone over the top KHl per cent on War Bonds, 


It is a good inflicution that we realize that 
we are in this war and we are going to win. 
Of course, we aho reiilho that greater sacri- 
fices will be asked of us* one wmy or another, 
but nothing was ever achieved without sac- 
rifice. 

There are some awfully clever people Mrho 
are planting anti -labor propuganda in our 
armed forces. It is a known fact that soldiers 
echo statements that it is unfair for them to 
risk their iii’es for so little while 'hinpatriotic 
labor" is getting *^sky-high" wages. Other 
suldiers talk about their buddies Iseing killed 
boeause strikes in the defense imiu,stries keep 
thorn from getting weapons. The people who 
spread these sophistries and falsehoods are 
not to be looked for in and around Army 
camps- They are in Congress, at radio micro- 
phones and in the editorial chairs of new's- 
papers. They do not aim their propaganda 
at soldiers and sailors alone, but at the whole 
American people. There is no doubt about 
the cleverness of some of the anti-labor prop- 
agandists. A certain radio commentator was 
clever when he said that in February enough 
time was lost through strikes in defense in- 
dustries to build 20n bombing planes, lie 
might as well have said that pinholes in the 
wviter pipes of America emiugli water 

to keep 200 men alive. The 290 men are alive: 
the 20(1 planes were built and 2,800 others. 
Not one plane was lost or held up by a strike 
in February* or in any other month since the 
war started. But the whole airplane industry 
has lost thousands of planes because of an 
agreement betw'een an American corporation 
and a German corporation restricting the 
output of magnesium. Whole airplane assem- 
bly lines are still being shut down from time 
In' lime because the owner of a patent, on one 
tiny screw stubbornly refuses to lei his com- 
petilora manufacture Ihem, Our government 
has Just seized five airplane factories be- 
cause management, not labor, was failing to 
produce. The anti -labor propagnndist^ say 
nothing about things that really hold hack 
production. Soldiers w‘ho listen to the ene- 
mies of labor shoulil understand that good 
w^ages now* to those who are working in in- 
dustry means good wages for soldier.^ and 
Kiiilors when they come back to their Jobs. 
Those copperheads should not forget we are 
at war. Labor knows it. Management kriowis 
ft. The "awfully tdever people" det not.. They 
are too busy at war with their fellow ,Amer- 
icans. 

Every newspaper man knows that Mac- 
Arihur is news. Hut when America's hero 
cabled American unions his confidence in 
labor, many newspapers, busily engaged in 
the groat lie campaign against labor* sup- 
pressed the story. On March 21 Mac.Arthur 
cabled labor* commending it on its magnifi- 
cent part in every great war. lie colled labor 
"the indestructible backbone that wdll de- 
termine the preaent vital struggle." General 
Mac Arthur went on to say to the CIO anti 
the A. F. of L. : "May God bles,s you all for 
your splendid patriotism.” The New' York 
Times* on April 1* tlid not print this story. 
Next day it buried it under a tiny heading 
on page 4- Thousands of newspapers never 
mentioned it. 

Beware of rumor mongers, the fines who 
come up and say* "Bid you read this or did 
you hear that?" They will say, "It was in the 
rhicrigo Tribune," etc. They will not say, "Our 
allies are making progress,” or "We will win 
out," Whether corjHcioualy or UTiconsciouj5ty, 
they are knocking our government and play- 
ing into Hitler's hands. We have splendid 
articles in our labor journals, especially our 
own Electhical Wokkkhs Joijknal. The ar- 
ticle on profits in the April issue should be 
read by every member. This is no time to 
listen to criticism. We are in a war and we 
want to remain a free people, in niy opinion*

Looking toward the post-war future they 
predict tiny motors which will carry auto- 
mobiles or planes for tremendous mile- 
ag-cs per fuel unit. 

Cans again: The tin shortage already 
has stimulated the sale of dehydrated 
focals. In your market you may now find 
dehydrated "‘soup mix" containing vege- 
tables, meat essence, noodles, flavoring, 
etc. No soaking, quick cooking make them 
attractive to the housewife, TheyVe 
packed in glasses or bags, require less 
storage space than canned soups and are 
more economical. Both dehydrated and 


quick-frozen foods will benefit from the 
can shortage, 

VITAMINS FROM SHARKS 

Cod liver oil, valuable for its content 
of vitamins A and D, was mostly imported 
from Norway and Japan. Now imports 
have almost ceased. But a West Coast 
American had the oil from the liver of a 
shark analyzed, found it Imd several limes 
the vitamin imtency of cod liver. Now 
there’s a shark-fishing bonanza for Amer- 
ican commercial fishermen, 

Cork, another import, is getting scarce, 
but Owens-Cormng Fiberglass has de- 
veloped a new' insulating hoard which 
can replace* cork in food refrigeration and 
in industries where cold processing of 
such materials as oils, chemicals and 
rayon requires the control of tempera- 
tures w'ithin a naiTow range. This Fiber- 
glass board is made of pure glass fibers 
enclosed in a sheet of asphalt. It^s said to 
be as good an insulator as cork and su- 
perior in several respects. Price will be 
the same as cork, eventually lower. Ma- 
terials are available in imlimitcd quan- 
tities. 

No monj silk; nylon is the bust substitute 
hut the Air Corps will take most of it; aiitl 
cellulose, a basis for rayons, is wanted for 
guu cotton, 8o what will we use for stock- 
ings and clothing? Out of research labora- 
tories will come the answer — some nciv proc- 
ess for making silk-like materials. 

Newport Industries, maker of rosin and 
turpentine from pine stumps, has a targe- 
.ccale experiment m the growing and proces- 
sing of china grass, which is found to yield 
a fiber similar to flax. The same corporation 
hag a commercial plant in courno of erection 
to make synthetic rubber from turpentine. 

The sugar shurtugc was caused partly by 
submarine activity, which cut imports; in- 
creased use of industrial alcohol for war 
production; and a surge of hoarding. It ia 
probable that the shortage will be I’elieved 
by the production of greater quantities of 
alcohol from grain. Three Iowa State CoL 
lege sdontists have discovered a process for 
converting the Starch in grains into sugar 
by treating if with bread mold, then fer- 
menting it with yeast to produce alcohol. 
They declare that this process will he cheaper, 
bread mold more readily avadahle than malt 
now used for the same purpose, and that it 
will re!!>utt ju llie pruilucUon of 25 more gal- 
lons of alcohol for every 100 bushels of 
grain used. 

In rubber, aluminum and magnesium the 
shortage is real and dangerous, because the 
effort to overcome it must start with the 
construction of new plants, and this in turn 
is predicated in the breaking of patent con- 
trol of processes whose use has been re- 
stricted by international cartels, 'rhis situa- 
tion is discussed in an aid id e on page 232 
of this issue.

(Continued fronn page 235) 
zinc, copper and machinery industries in 
new areas where suitable ra%v materials, 
transportation facilities and labor are 
available; selects the most probable of 
these possibilities and plans the installa- 
tion of sufficient generating capacity to 
serve these industrial loads when and 
where they can be developed. Without 


such phinning, industrial progress in the 
war effort may be limited merely by the 
inadequacy of the power supply, 

*qn terms of military strategy,” Mr. Olds 
continues, ^'maximum utlUzation of local re- 
sources, best mobilization of man power, pre- 
vention of transportation congestion, etc,, 
these expansions of the country's productive 
powder may be located in iircns not previously 
industrlalisEeil. The voice of private eimimcr- 
dal interest no longer i$ iledsive. As u result, 
war power planning musfl fully appraise the 
potentialities of all areas for development 
of wmr industry in terms of powder supply 
which will make possible the placing of in- 
dustries in presently rural or semi- rural 
communities," 

Terming the recent annual statement of 
President C, W. Kellogg of the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute an “extremely misleading re- 
port” which indicated “a generous paper sur- 
|)Ius of genornting capacity to carry the war 
load,” (Chairman 01 da commented that “if 
such figures as he (Mr. Kellogg) offered 
should prevnil, as a basis for planning po’wer 
supply to meet the country's war needs, it 
would spell disaster," 


Pointing out that the use of cdcotricity 
corrcH ponding with the 1941 defense ex- 
penditures of 2,531, 000 was nctually about 

25,000,000,000 kilowatt hours, or about three 
and n half times Mr, Kellogg's figure of 
slightly over 7,000,000,000 kilo wait Knurs. 
Chairman Olds said that Mr, Kellogg's kilo- 
watt hour figure wns “entirely erroneous” 
and nctually represented estimates of prob- 
able 1041 defense power requirements sup- 
plied to the Federal Power Commission in 
the winter of 1940 and spring of 1941 for the 
production of finished materials for the 
United States Government, 

"The estimates, in general,” Mr. Olds said, 
"leave out the much greater requirements of 
the industries producing such raw materials 
as aluminum, magnesium, steel alloys, etc.” 

"Mr, Kelloggs” Chairman Olds continued, 
“derived a ratio of six-tenths of a kilowatt 
hour per dollar of defense expenditures. It is 
interesting to compare this with such spe- 
cific ratios as GC kilowatt hours per dollar for 
pig aluminum, B9 kilowatt hours per dollar 
for magnesium, 72 kilowatt hours per dol- 
lar for certain electric furnace process steel 
castings, 30 kilowatt hours per dollar for 
electrolytic zinc, 50 kilow^att hours per doUnr 
for chlorine, from 7 to 10 kilowatt hours per 
dollar for calcium carbide, caustic soda and 
other chemicals required in tremendous quan- 
tities for the production of the basic ma- 
terials for e.xploslves and 9 to 12 kilowatt 
hours for ferro-alloys which are made in 
groat quantities for the war program, 

"Mr. Kellogg'a ratio would result in an 
estimate of approximately 3 3, 500 ,000, 00 n 
kilowatt hours for the entire ^5fi,000, 000,000 
war program. Actually, the production of 
aluminum and magnesium alone for that 
program will require more than 25,000,00.0,000 
kilowatt hours.”

During the last decade Roy Howard, 
newspaper tycoon, has not one single il- 
lustrious cause to his credit or to the 
credit of his chain.

During 
the present crisis of the war the Sci ipps- 
Tloward papers have played the same 
kind of game of confusion as most of the 
other daily press. It has not descended to 
that lower level of bathos as the McCor- 
mick group in Chicago, New York and 
Washington, but it has done nothing 
either to support the government or the 
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g^reat liberal movements of the cotmtry. 
It has given no leadership. 

Some day a historian will write: ^*When 
E. W. Seripps died, his soul lived on in 
his newspapeis. Roy Howat'd capitalized 
the embalmed body of this great titan of 
the press and he slew the living soul.’'

or competition between employer and 
employees as to the share or division be- 
tween them of the joint product of labor 
and capital. To riwder this combhiation 
at all emplojfees mutit make 

their cAimhhmtion extend beyond (rne s/top. 
It helpfnl to have as 'many an may be 
in the saine trade in Ike Kome cijm/omnUy 
unit&d^ because in the competition beOoeen 
employers they are bound be affected 
by the standard of wages of their trade in 
the neighborhood.^' (American Steel 
Foundries vs* Tri-City Council 25T U, S. 
Reports, page 184, at page 209; italics 
mine.) 

On the same subject, the highest court 
in New" York State, the Court of Appeals, 
declared in 1927: 

"The purpose of a labor union to im- 
prove the conditions under which its mein- 
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bera do their work; to inci'ease their 
wages; to assist them in other ways 
may justify what would otherwise be a 
wrong. So 'unnM an effort to increase its 
numbers and to unionize tm entire trade 
or bu sin ess. It ?nay be as interested in 
the wages of those not members, or m 
the conditions under ivhich they work as 
in its own members because of the in* 
fhtetiee of one upon the other. All engaged 
ill a trade are affected by the prevailing 
rate of wages* All, by the principle of 
collective bargaining* Economic organiza- 
tion today is not based on the single shop. 
UnionH believe that wages may be in* 
c rea sed . , collect i t > e h arg ain in g nt aintain ed 
only if union conditions preiutil, not in 
some single factory but geyierally. That 
they may prevail if (sic) umy call a 
strike and picket the premiaes of an em* 
ployer with the intent of inducing him 
to employ only union labor* And it may 
adopt either method separately* Picketing 
without a strike is no more unlawful 
than a strike without picketing. Both 
are based upon a lawful purpose. Re- 
sulting injui'y is incidental and must be 
emlureti/' (Exchange Bakery & Restau- 
rant, Inc., vs, Kifkin, 245 N. Y* Reports, 
])agc 200, at page 263; italics mine.) 
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“Closed shop” is a misnomer. It was in- 
vented to prevent the UTiion shop — a shop 
where all workers in the plant belong to the 
on ion and n new worker miiftti join the 
ujuon. Without this — ^without the unity of 
the workers — often the shop becomes dosed, 
but dosed against the union* The so-called 
“open shop” is not always open — ‘not to 
union, members. Almost every worker can 
cite examples of this. 

Of course the union shop interferes with 
the “personal liberty” of the worker who 
jibsoJutdy objects to joining a union, or 
who decides to “scab.” But alt social life 
re^iulres the surrender of some individual 
liberty to secure the greatest good for the 
greutusL number. 

The noted columnist, Mr. Walter Lipp- 
man. long before he became so noted, had 
thiH to say about such an “independent” 
worker: 

* * He is justly despised. Far frotn 
beitjg the independent, liberty-loving soul 
he is sometimes painted, the scab is a 
traitor to the economic foundations of 
flemocracy* He makes the baste associations 
of men dilHcult* He is an indigestible lump 
in the common life, and it is he who gen- 
erc'ites nine-tenths of the violence in labor 
disputes* 

“Demoerades of workingmen have to fight 
him out of sheer self-protection, as a na- 
tion has to a mutiny, as doctors have to fight 
a quack.” 

Naturally there is no cry against the 
union shop of the lawyers, doctors, bnnkors, 
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real estnte men nml others. Bui t^veryoiu* 
knows the scorn and contempt these ^^roll{>s 
have for non -members* for those who do 
not abide by their rules* The non-meiuberii 
are beycotlcd and condemned bitterly ami 
it is all quite respectable. But when labor 
union members decline to work with those 
who betrayed them* hands are thrown up iji 
holy horror and there is talk of making 
unions ‘^responsible under the law” jib if 
they were jfuilty of criminal conduct* 

If the open shop means justice ami free- 
dom to the workers, why do they reject 
it for the union shop whenever they are 
really free to choose? Why must the open 
shop be protected by the black list, the 
sneak and the spy? And why inUf-t the 
anti-iabor employer g^roups spend millions 
annually to sell the open shop to the pKjblic 
all to “protect the freedom of employees”? 
The late Samuel Gompers* A. F\ of L, 
President, well naid : 

“When, when, in the history of the wurbi 
did the slave owner make any extraordinary 
effort for the frefclom of his slaves? When 
was it during the old system of serfdom 
that the lord and baron stood for the riphts 
and the defense of freedom of their perfs? 
When tiid the slave-owner of the P^outh 
fjg^ht for the freedom and rights of black 
slavery ? 

”And, pray, just imagine Chambers of 
Commerce, employers, businessmen, contrib- 
uting their money for full page advertise- 
ments in the newspapers for the open shop 
-to proteet the freeilom and the rights of 
employees*" 

But let us examine this “sacreil right of 
every man to w*ork for whom he pleases, 
and for what he pleases, without hindrance 
of any other man or set of men,” Has 
any such right ever existed except in 


dreamland? Whal ih meant, what the 
realities prove, is that a man has the right 
to work only when he takes the place of 
another man who rebels against poor con* 
ililions or low wages* 

What is meant, what the years 

prove, ts that the open shop employer really 
wants the right Ut work his employees ns 
he pleases and for whatever he pleases. He 
wants no interference and be wants assist- 
ance in carrying ovit his right to starve his 
workers into snbniisHion* 

Mr. Walter Idppnmn also had this to 
say before he liecanie the “successful" 
columnist he ts today: 

“The f*ict is that milhing is as stubbornly 
resisted as the altempt to organise into cfTec- 
live unions. Yet it is organized labor that 
alone can stand between America and the 
creation of a perm line at, servile class, 

“Unless laV)or is powerful enough to be 
respected, it is doomed to a degrading servi- 
tude, Without unions industrial democracy 
is unthinkable. Without democracy in in- 
dustry, that is where it counts, there is no 
such thing as deniucracy in, America, 

“* * . Those who fight unions may think 
they are fighting its obvious errors, but W‘hat 
they are really against is just this encroach- 
ment of democracy in industry upon busi- 
ness*” 

The late Chircnco Harrow, great criminal 
and labor attorney, discussing the same sul>- 
ject, said: 

"The opposition is not now so much di- 
rected against the union as against every- 
thing it lines. Most people are ’willing that 
workmen shall be organized, provided they do 
nothing but pass resolutions and pay dues,” 
And the American wit and philosopher. 
Finley Peter Dunne, speaking through his 
beloved character Mr. Dooley, aptly described 
the attitude of the “pious” open-shoppers in 
the following lUalogUe: 

"But,” said Mr, Hennessey, “these open- 
shop min ye mmiKhun say they are f'r unions 
if properly conducted." 

“Share*” said Mi‘, Dooley, “if properly con- 
fl acted* An* there we are: an* how would 
they hav’ tbim conducted? No strikes, no 
rules* no contracts, hardly iny w'ages. an 
dam few mimbers.*' 

Now if a worker has a “sacred right" tc 
’vvork for whom he pleases, and for W'hat he 
pleases, then he has the same right to join 
a labor unicin wuthout being spied upon or 
harmed. He has the saine right to a job that 
pays enough to keep himself an<l family in 
decency* But almost every worker knows 
’ivhac happens tn his "sacred rights" w’hen 
ihe open shop employer or corporation de- 
mands more profits, when wages iiro to be 
cut or lay-offs come. Indeed, the only time 
the open shopper guarantees a man the right 
to work is ’when he is under the protection of 
police or a strikebreaking agency. 

And just where are the open shop employ- 
era, the news rommentators, writers and edi- 
tors, when millicjns w'alk the streets iicgging 
for the right to work? What have they ever 
done in such times to enforce the “sacreil 
right to work” of ilesperate men ’^v'hose chil- 
dren cry for food, men who %vant to pursue 
happiness but haven*t shoes to pursue it in? 

Then ’ivhut happens to the “freedom of the 
worker”? When he loses his job he loses his 
freedom, lie is left only the freedom to drift 
and roL He (imlB there are no rights with- 
out power — and pow’er comes only from 
organization. 

So, strip petl of all of its pretense* the open 
shop is anti-union and anti-American, as 
Samuel Gonipers dcclarctl. It denies workers 
the very thing that forces them to unite, it 
leaves the employer the sole dictator of itll 
terms. It is anti-social, deceptwe an<l de- 
structive* 


The open shop luoans bogus patriotism and 
hypocrisy* It re.sullK in suspicion, ilouble ikal- 
ing. low w'ugcs, bmg hours* and unfair work- 
ing conditions. U should be dragged out into 
the open. Once it is fully exposed it 'viH 
surely die*

StalCB Senate, and there had been exleiiHive 
news |>a per puldicity, alt of which favored the 
welders and corulemned the attitude of the 
A. F. of B. organizations* This un favorable 
press publicity wms due partly to the fact 
that the rebel welders had employed os their 
publicity agent, a w'ell-kncnvn newspaper man 
prominent in the New'spaper Guild* iifilUated 
with the 1, f). 

A little over a month ago independciu 
welders’ organizalious and some of our rebel 
welders had held a convention in Houstiui, 
Texas , and launched a new national union 
of welders, w^hich combined all of the inde- 
pendent welders' groups. 

While there was assurance that further 
strikes in the near future called by welders 
in shipyards was improbable, that the w elite r 
question would not be solved until such time 
as the majority of the w'clders ’U'ere so loyal 
to the A. F. of L. that rebel movements 
could not mjike successful headway. 

The members of the executive con net 1 be- 
lieved that action ahoulti he taken which 
would make it evident that consideration had 
heen given Vj the single-process w'orker in 
the metal industries, skilled only in w’diling, 
so that those who were hona fide trade 
unionists would be able to carry on their oc- 
cupation without a greater tax placed upon 
them than was necessary to maintain elTective 
trade union organization and discii^line* 

The action W'hich the council took did not 
apply to craftsmen who had acquired u 
practical knowdetlg^e of welding in addition 
to their other craft knowledge and skill* The 
action related only to the welder whose in- 
rlustrial knowledge and training hail been 
confined to welding only. 

Ii ’was unanimously agreed that this type 
of w-elder should be able to move from the 
jurisdieUon of one international union to 
another without the payment of an adiiitiotml 
initiation fee, provjcietl that when be applied 
for membership in another iiiternatiomil 
union that he W'oolil carry evidence of a full 
paid up membership in the {ntcrnational 
union ’ftdth which he had carried his mem lie r- 
ship* 

It was also agreed as an evidence of gom! 
faith such w^clders instead of paying another 
initiation fee should pay three months dues 
in advjiiice us an eviilence of good faith on 
their part. 

The intcrimtional unions represented by 
memherfi of the executive council included 
Hoilermakers: Plumbers and Steam Kilters; 
Sheet Metal Workers: Machinists; these 

lieing the organizations having tiy far the 
largest number of w’clders employed at the 
present time. 

The council in reaching its unantmou-s 
decision did so with the hope that the inter- 
national uniniiit having welder members who 
Tvere not represented on the executive coun- 
cil w'ould Join with them,

action taken by the executive coimtiL After 
you have given this recommenduLlon your 
careful consifleration, we w*ould niiprecintc 
your letting us know' w'bether you give your 
appro’val to the policy recommemlcd,

“There is considerable heavy construc- 
tion work such as Steel mills and other 
industrial installations. The wage on this 
work is $1.50 to $1*75 per hour with most 
Jobs working from 48 to 56 hours per 
week* with time and one-half for over- 
time. 

“In the shipyards, the wages are $1*12 
per hour with an upward wage adjust- 
ment retroactive to April 1, There is 
con si tie ruble overtime in the yards, too* 
but of course, overtime will apply to some 
jobs and not to others* This also applies 
to construction work. 

“In the shipyards ^ve can use two to 
four year apprentices. With a refresher 
course, which our locals are conducting, 
most of these can soon qualify as marine 
jou rn ey men. 

“If there are mechanics in your area 
who do not belong to the local, it might 
be materially helpful to our Brotherhootl 
and the government if these men could 
be reached in order to fill the potential 
needs on this Coast.” 

Vice president Milne told the Electrical 
Workers Journal: “Our problems are 
very different ones. Wo are training men 
every day but if we can possibly secure 
members of our Brotherhood or take 
some of the non-member*s out of their 
area*^?, I believe we would be doing a serv- 
ice to our local unions in the affected 
areas.**
